Medical research re 
ceived a $114,030 shot inthe 
arm last year, thanks to 
Christmas Seals. 

President Alvin Z. Tuck- 
er, M.D. of the ‘Tuberculo- 
sis and Health Association 
of San Bernardino County 
said loca] contributions 
helped to support a State- 
wide program providing re- 
search grants for 18 lead. 
ing and scientific investi- 
gators and Special fellow. 
ships for 14 medical stu- 
dents at research centers 
throughout California. 

Another $28,500 inChrist- 
mas Seal] funds are he!ping to 


support chest medicine 
teaching at UC medical 
school, San Francisco, San 


Francisco General Hospital, 
Loma Linda medical school 
and USC Medical school, Los 
Angeles, he said. 

Dr. Tucker said research 
awards totaling $97,680 are 
underwriting a wide range of 
investigations aimed at un- 
veiling new information 
about tuberculosis, emphy- 
sema and other respiratory 
diseases. Among these are: 

Development of a blood 
test that may make it pos- 
sible to detect a ‘‘silent’’ 
case of tuberculosis before 
the person becomes infec- 
tious, and to cut the time re- 
quired to confirm diagnosis 
of TB from weeks to days. 

An in-depth investigation 
of how the lungs of the un- 
born child work, aimed at 
solving some mysteries of 
respiratory difficulties in 
the newborn. 

A study of the changes 
in function and structure of 
the lungs of ‘‘heavy’’ horses 
afflicted with emphysema 
that may lead to better un- 
derstanding of the crippled 
lung diseases in man, 

Christmas Seal research 
funds also are supporting a 
behavioral study at the San 
Francisco health department 
of out-patient TB clinic and 
the establishment of a com- 

munity respiratory disease 
program in Los Angeles. 

Dr. Tucker said that $11,- 
350 award in special fellowe 
ships enabled 14 medical 
students to conduct research 
during the summer months. 
The awards, ranging in size 
from $800 to $1,000 went to 


promising young students at 


USC School of Medicine, Los 


Angeles, Stanford University 


medical school, Palo Alto, 
and Loma Linda university 
medical school. A post-doc- 
toral fellowship for $5,000 
was also awarded from 
Christmas Seal funds. 

“Bach of California’s 45 
local tuberculosis associa- 
tions contributes a percent. 
age of its yearly Christmas 
Seal returns to a statewide 
fund which supports these 
investigations and studies,” 
he explained. ‘‘From this 
fund, a volunteer commit- 
tee of scientific investiga- 
tors awards the grants and 
fellowships.’”? 

**Without Christmas 
Seals,” Dr. Tucker added 
‘much vital research in TB, 
emphysema and other res- 
piratory diseases could not 
be carried on. We hope that 
our present campaign will 
allow Christmas Seals to do 
even more toward disclosing 
the unknowns of these crip- 
pling diseases and helping 
their victims.”’

Heart Association 
proposes resolution 


‘Resolved, that I will not 
start smoking cigarettes, a 
habit which may be hard to 


break, and which may cost 
me my life.’’ 
With youthful cigarette 


Smokers increasing at the 
rate of more than 1 mil- 
lion a year, the San Ber- 
nardino County Heart As- 
sociation proposed the fore- 
going New Year’s resolu- 
tion for the young people of 
this country. 

The Association pointed 
out that damage to the heart 
and lungs begins early among 
cigarette smokers, and that 
there is evidence to indicate 
young tissues are more se- 
verely affected than old. 

‘*Before becoming addic- 
ted to cigarettes,’’ said the 
Association, ‘‘the young per- 
son should know that a num- 
ber of disorders -- among 
them heart attack, stroke, 
hypertensive heart disease, 
lung cancer, emphysema, 
chronic bronchitis and pep- 
tic ulcer -- are triggered 
or aggravated by cigar- 


ettes.’’ 

“‘These and other cigar- 
ette-e2ssociated disorders 
are responsible for more 
than 125,000 premature 
deaths in the United States 
each year, and are believed 
responsible for about 20 per 
cent of all time lost from 
business and industry,’’ the 
Association added, 

Cigarette smoking is not 
only costly to health but to 
the pocketbook as well, the 
Association said, pointing 
out that the expense for the 
first ten years of smoking 
may well exceed $3,000 -- 
almost enough to finance one 
year of college education. 

The Association empha- 
Sized that the best way to 
dea! with the cigarette prob- 
lem is to refrain from tak- 
ing the first puff, If this is 
done, said the Association, 
the individual not only avoids 
the possibility of illness and 
premature death but also the 
added problem of having at 
some time to discontinue 
smoking.

A new enlistment program 
that may help people with 
certain medical defects has 
been announced by the Air 

: Force according to Sgt, Har- 


ner. 

Titled MREP, it stands for 
Medically Remedial Enlist. 
ment Program, Applicants 
who meet mental and moral 
qualifications may in some 
cases be enlisted. 

The new program is limi- 
ted to certain physical de- 
fecta which a military doc- 
tor determines can be core 
rected within six weeks. Sgt. 
Harner has a list of those 
repairable problems which 
are covered under the pro. 
gram, Examples are such 
things as abdominal hernias, 
underweight, hemorrhoids, 
and pilodinal cysts. 

If qualified and accepted 


for enlistment, the applicant 
must agree to undergo sur- 
gery or other treatment to 
correct the defect. He will 
be enlisted in the Air Force 
but will not enter basic train. 
ing until the correction is 
made, He must be between 
the ages of 17 and 27, 

Sgt. Harner states that 
the MREP program was es- 
tablished as part of the De- 
partment of Defense Project 
100,000, The project is de- 
signed to open job training 
in the military to certain 
indi viduals previvusly 
barred from enlistment due 
to inability to meet mental 
or physical standards,
